REPORT OF 
BOARD OF EDUCATION 


To the Voters of the School District of Hooksett, N. H. 


Your Board of Education respectfully submits the 
following report : 


During the year nine schools have been in session, in- 
stead of ten, as formerly. Previously there were three 
schools in the village, but because of the opening of the Pa- 
rochial school, No. 9 was discontinued. 


Following is a list of the teachers through the year : 


No. 1. Miss Barbara Gulliver taught the Spring term ; 
Miss Annie Bell Angell the fall term, and two weeks on the 
Winter term, at which time she received a very lucrative 
appointment in the Custom House of oe and Miss 
Jennie Grundy finished the term. 


No. 2. Spring term, was taught by Mrs. Mabel L. 
Cate; while the Fall and Winter terms by Miss May A. 
Butterfield. 


No. 3. Has been very fortunate in having Miss Della 
E. Haynes for the whole year. 
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No. 4. Has been taught by Miss Winnie E. Davis the 
entire year, 


No.5. The Spring term was taught by Miss May A 
Butterfield ; the Fall by Mrs. Mabel L. Cate; and the Win. 
ter by Mrs. Lillian M. Reed. 


No. 6. The Grammar School has been taught the en- 
tire year by Miss Edna F. Watson; while Miss Jennie B. 
Abbott has been in charge of the Primary School the en- 
tire year. 


No. 7.. The Spring and Fall terms were taught by Miss 
Lillian E. Robie; and the Winter term by Miss Edith L. 
Coolidge. 


No. 8. The Spring term was taught by Miss May M. 
Wilcox ; and the Fall and Winter terms by Miss Florence 
A. Wilcox. 


REMARKS 


On the whole very good progress has been made 
through the year in the instruction and work of the schools 


We think that fault has been unjustly found in some 
instances, because our schools have been unable to compete 
with city schools. A teacher who could successfully keep 
a school having four to eight grades and obtain the same 
results as the city schools of one grade could well command 
a salary of at least $600. Sucha teacher would be foolish 
to teach in a small town at present salaries. 

The time is coming when, even in the smaller district 
schools the salary will be much higher than at present. 

Some changes have been made during the year in the 
matter of text books. The principal change is in the arith- 
metic, the Walsh series taking the place of the Greenleaf 
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of former years. . This change was made first; because the 
“Walsh” is without a superior, and second; because many of 
the scholars entering high school go to Manchester, conse- 
quently our books are now practically the same as in the 
Manchester schools. 

The “Course of Study’ adopted for the Grammar 
School this year, is modeled after that used in the Manches- 
ter Schools for the reason previously stated. 

- We wish to urge better co-operation between parents 
and teachers, for by such means only can the very best re- 
sults be obtained.
